Mr. Stewart Reports That 
Opposition Member Had 
Always Opposed Road 


Blections was the topic during the 
last moments of the sitting of the 
legislature on Friday night, and Anm- 
drew Gilmour, the Conservative mem- 
ber for Lacombe made a bad break 
when. he insinuated that construction 
had been resumed on the Lacompe 
and Blindman Valley railroad with a 
view to influencing the voters In the 
Dominion election. 

Premier Stewart !mmediately took 
up the challenge, and his retort that 
he trusted the people in the western 


portion of the constituency would un-| 


derstand the attitude of the man they 
had elected to look after their inter- 
ests, stung to the quick, 

Mr. Gidmour protested he was not 
objecting to the railway, and = or, 
Hoadley, the leader of the opposition, 
rose to help him out, But he did not 
improve matters when he insinuated 
that work on bridges and roads nad 
been carried out for election purposes. 

At People’s Request 

Premier Stewart, remarking that no 
apology was necessary, that he was 
accepting the statement of the hon. 
member, declared that work on the 
Lacombe rallway had been started st 
the request of the people long before 
“This is not the. first 
time,” warmly asserted the premier, 
“that the hon. member has objected 
to' the railway from Lacombe, and the 
eoverlnment is glad to know his at- 
titude,”’ 3 

Mr. Gilmour again protested that ho 
was not objecting to the road, 

“My recollection is,” replied the 
premier, “that he has come _ back 
three times with the same statement. 
I have a clear recollection of the two 
other occasions.” 

No Politics in It 

Continuing, the »vremier affirmed— 
alluding to insinuations of the leader 
of the opposition to roads and bridges 
—that it was not the policy of the 
government eitier to commence _road 
or ral! vay. coastruction for the pur- 
pose oi influencing a constituency, 
and he added, ‘a members politics 


has never been held against any con-| 


stituency,” a declaration which drew 
even from the leader of the oppost- 
tion a “hear, hear.” 

This breeze was but the finale of the 
election discussion which had been in- 
troduced by H. H. Crawford 
ing that the expenses of the last elec- 
tion were unjustifiably high. He sin- 
gled out the constituencies of Beaver 
River and Sturgeon, and said that 
before the next election if he were in 
the house he would have the Election 


act amended to prevent such expen- 


diture. He complained about the 
number of polls. 
Different Here 

Hon. J. R. Boyie rep.ied that that 
complaint could not be made in con- 
nection with the Dominion election 
Then people had to travel two or three 
days to get to the polling place, The 
minister pointed out that the govern- 
ment did not conduct the provincial 
election: the legisiature fixed the law, 
and said’ that the returning officer in 
Sturgeon had been told by the Con- 
servative candidate that he was quite 
satisfied with the way the contest had 
been conducted, He reminded the 
member for Strathcona that the popu- 
lation for both the constituencies 
named had increased since 1913, But 
he believed that every facility should 
be given to the people to record their 
votes, a principle that had not been 
recognized in the slightest degree dur- 
ing the Dominion election, 

Hon, Wilfrid Gariepy, remarking 
that the principle was either that they 
wanted the people .o have a say or 
not, said that the population of his 
riding was increased by settlement 
since the last provincial election, He 
asked Mr. Crawford what he thought 
of the arrangements for the Dominion 
election when one poll was provided 
for 500 voters in Beaver River, It 
was better, said he, to provide the 
electors with facilities for voting than 
deprive them of the franchise in that 
way.

He regretted that this appeal 
was given but little prominence in the 
newspapers as compared with the 
rioting in Quebec. 

Re.erring to the orders-in-council 
regarding rioting and idleness, which 
Sir Robert Borden read at the opening 
of the session, Colonel Currie said he 
was glad to see that the government 
proposes to put more “pep” Into its 
administration of the Military Service 
act in Quebec, The regulations in re- 
gard to the taking of men, he said, 
are excellent, b the question which 
it is desirable discuss is one that 
goes back to the time two years and 
three months ago when 
Borden announced that Canada would 


provide for overseas service a force 


of half a million men. 


Reviewing the methods adopted by 
the government to obtain men under 
the voluntary system, the member for 


North Simcoe spoke of national ser- 
vice, and said: “You cannot carry on 
the war by a card index system 
neither by boards; we must have men, 


and that is what the country wants,” 


Government to Blame 

Cc Currie said that the govern- 
me wus to blame in the way it had 
started out to: enforce the Military 
Service Act in Quebec, It had been 
too quiet and gentle.

Announcing a very careful survey 


of the whole telephone stiuation in the

BROKEN, SAYS FOCH 


Huns Against Embankment and 
Stopped — Allied Chief 
Cool and Confident 


WITH THE FRENCH ARMY IN 
FRANCE, April 4.—General Foch, the 
new commander-in-chief, in welcom- 
ing the Associated Press and other war 
correspondents tonight, said he hoped 
they would continue to work for the 
interests of the common cause of the 
Allies as they hitherto have done. 
Pointing to a map, Gen. Foch said: 

“All is going well, Look at the 
small advances made by the Bouche, 
to call them by their real name, dur- 
ing the 27th, 28th, 29th and 30th, It 
is now April 4 and it is clearly evi- 
dent that the great tidal wave of the 
German army has been broken on the 
shore, evidently because it met an ob- 
stacle, Now they are against an em- 
bankment and completely stepped.

Premier Lloyd George in @ 
recent speech said that if it came 
to a question of beer or bread, the 
British Government would not 
hesitate to stop the manufacture 
of beer. This of course implies that 
the amount of grain on hand and 
in sight is sufficient to provide the 
bread supply of the British people, 
and to allow for the destruction of 
the present proportion in the 
breweries, The effect of this state- 
ment will be rather to relieve opin- 
jon oversea as to the gravity of the 
food situation in the old country. 
People who have grain to spare 
for the manufacture of beer are 
not on the verge of starvation. 


The Fleet in Being. 

The minister of marine and fish- 
eries referred a day or so ago in 
parliament to the ‘‘ very important 
‘part the Canadian navy had per- 
formed in the war’’; also inform- 
ing the house that naval craft had 
been constructed in Canada 
‘equally as well as they could hav® 
“been constructed in the old

Should Give Warning. 

A member of the Manitoba leg- 
islature brings back from Ottawa 
a report that after July Ist there 
will be no wheat left in Canada 
for the mills to grind and that the 
publie will in consequence have to 
go on flour rations. The Domin- 
ion authorities some time ago an- 
nounced an arrangement under 
which they practically took charge 
of all the wheat in the country 
and were to determine how much 
the mills would be allowed to 
grind and how much would be 
forwarded to the United States or 
to Europe. It rests with the Do- 
minion government, therefore, 
whether the condition forecasted 
is to be brought about. If it is 
the intention to deplete the wheat 
supply to the point of closing the 
mills and producing a flour fam- 
ine until the new crop is ripe, the 
least the authorities can do in 
fairness is to make a declaration 
of the fact and thus give the pub- 
lie a chance to curtail consump- 
tion now in order to save part of 
the available supply for the period 
of scarcity. 


Trying to Avert the Scandal. 

The minister of justice is pub- 
lishing large advertisements in 
the newspapers calling upon the 
public to help him undo the work 
of the exemption tribunals. It was 
‘‘inevitable’’? he says that under 
the act many men should, secure 
exemption who were not entitled

Wheat Prices, 

The board of grain supervisors 
have recommended that the Gov- 
ernment fix $2.21 as the maximum 
price of the present season’s wheat 
crop.

smaller, and the inducement to in- 
creased production is thereby les- 
sened. If $2.21 were fixed as the 
minimum price for No. 1 Northern 
for this year and next year the ar- 
rangement would be more in line 
with the requirements. 


The Offensive Renewed. 

The enemy has resumed his of- 
fensive, striking desperately at 
the junction of the British and 
French forces before Amiens, The 
capture of this city is apparently 
his immediate objective. It stands 
at the confluence of the Avre and | 
the Somme rivers, and is an im- | 
portant railway centre from which | 
lines radiate north and west to the | 
channel ports and others south to 
Paris. Its possession would put the | 
German forces at ‘‘the parting of 
the ways’’ whence they could 
drive south for the French capital 
or westerly for the coast. While 
the plans of the Allied comman- 
ders may be other, it would seem 
likely that a desperate attempt 
will be made to defend the city, 
and a prolonged and terrific strug- 
gle at this point may be looked 
for, 


| Why Not Make Them Liable? 

The Government has rejected | 
the proposal of the. Great War 
Veterans’ Association that alien 
enemies resident in Canada should 
be forced to work for the same 


rate of pay as is given to Canadian 
soldiers. It is held that to attempt 
this would mean that the men in 
question would quit working, and 
would probably have to be intern- 
ed; in either of which event the} 
country would lose productive « f- | 
fort. An alternative pian is to com- 
pel the alien enemies to become 
citizens of Canada. It is no hard- 
ship on anybody to require him to 
swear allegiance to the flag under 
which he is accorded the privilege 
of earning his living. If these men 
were made citizens they would be- 
come subject as other citizens to 
whatever laws may be adopted 
for the regulation of labor, and 
would be liable to punishment on 
the charge of treason if guilty of 
offences for which under interna- | 
tional law they are now only sub- | 
ject to internment.

The accompanying {ilustrations demonstrate what 
developments have been made, and while the war certainly has its sadnees, !t 
has stimulated the initiative genius of the Britishers. The result of the 
standardizing of ships means that Great Britaim can successfully defy the 
largest conceivable outpnt of submarines by Admiral Tirpitz and his myrmf- 
dons.

FOR DILATORINESS IN DEALING

Hon, Geo, P. Smith Declares in Legislature, That There is a Growing | 


Sentiment for an Up-to-Date Federal Health Bureau—Alberta 
Will Soon Occupy a Very Important Position. 


That Alberta, when its present 
health program was put into effect, 


would occupy an important pdsition 
among the provinces of Canada in re- 
gard to an aggressive health campaign 
was the claim made by Hon. G. P. 
Smith, provincial secretary, in the leg- 
islature Friday, when the estimates 
for the provincial health department 
were being considered, During the 
discussion there was strong criticism 
of the dilatoriness of the Dominion 
authorities in dealing with the tuber- 
culosis problem. 
was a growing sentiment among the} 
provinces for an up-to-date Iederal 
health bureau and Premier Stewart 
informed the house that the question 
would agian be discussed at the con- 
ference in Ottawa in summer. 
Accommodation for Civilian Patients, 
Alex Ross began the discussion by 
{inquiring was it the intention of the 
government to provide accommodation 
for civilian patients in connection with 
the sanatorium that was to be erected 
for the care of soldier tuberculosis pa- 
tients. 3 
Premier Stewart replied he had dis- 
cussed the matter when at Ottawa and 
had learned that the institution would 
consist of three or four units with a 
central administrtaion building and 
heating plant. Unless all the accom- 
modation was absolutely required for 
the soldiers the government would 
have the use of one of them for ciyil- 
ian patients. The premier said that 
no definite decision had been reached 
as to the location of the institution, 
but the idea now seemed to be that it 
Should be farther north in an agricul- 
tural district, where there would be 
opportunity of providing outdoor em-

The food you give it is the raw) 
raterial you wish made into beef, 
Hone, skin and hair, A manufacturer 
likes to know something of the ma- 
chinery of his factory. So we might 
have a look at your calf. 

There are a number of tubes or 
draws. One to carry the food to the 
stomachs and carry away the waste 
from there. The arteries and veins 
carry the blood through the body to} 
Dulld it up, and the lacteals that carry 
the chyle or fluid extracted from the 
food to where it mixes with the 
blood, 

From the time the food enters the 
mouth of the calf, changes are taking 
place, starch is ‘being changed into 
sugar, and digesting, extracting and 
discharging waste going on along 
that drain, 

Now it is here we often make very 
bad mistakes by giving food unsult- 
able to the animal, It may be too 
coarse that it cannot obtain nourish- 
ment from it, or it may be too rich 
that the digestive organs cannot use 
up all that is valuable in it, and that 
unusued part 7 eo ; ; or 
we may clog or glut them up so that 
the calf refuses to eat it, and for that 
reason we must be ever on the watch. 
Milk is nature's first food and it is 
e best, but by the eighth day the 
calf looks for something to chew. A 
little fresh hay or a handful of green- 
feed (oats cut green) placed within 
its reach, supplies this craving, but!

But the difficulty of the local cream- 
ery was in the marketing. The central 
creameries by reason of their large 
output have the advantage in storing 
and marketing. They can hold for a 
rise, they can ship in car lots, they 
have selling agents at important 
points of consumption, The maker can 
only pay in proportion to the price he 
gets, He must market favorably or 
the farmers’ price for cream must be 
low. Under former conditions the 
creamery paid part of the price at the

210 Branch Creamerics. 
The three Edmonton creameries had 


|75 branches in 1915, 120 in 1916 and 


210 in 1917. The branch is a receiv- 
ing station where a responsible agent 
of the company receives and tests the 
cream, so that the producer may if he 


wishes see the test made. In previous | 


years the agent only gave a receipt for 
the cream and the creamery mailed 
the cheque, but during 1917 the agent 
paid on the cream as soon as he had 
tested it. Cream delivered at the 
branch is paid for at le per pound 


butter fat less than if delivered at the | 
| central 


creamery. In both cases the 
express charges are paid by the com- 
pany, and the same price is paid to 
the producer whether the express 
charge is for a long or a short haul. 
The branch is a great convenience 
to both the producer and the com- 
pany. The producer is satisfied that 
he is paid for his own cream according 


to the test. There is no chance of cans | 


getting lost or damaged. Any member 
of the family can deliver to the branch, 
The agent keeps the central creamery 
every condition of pro- 
duction in the locality, adjusts differ- 
ences with customers, if any, and 
generally works to secure increased 
cream production. It is by drawing 
cream from a great radius that 
central creamery can economize in 
manufacture and secure advantage in 
marketing. This repays the company 
for their share of the up-keep of the 
branch, Of course the producer does 
not ship through the branch unless he 
wishes to. If he ships direct he gets 
full price. If he ships through the 
branch he is charged a cent a pound 
as already stated. The experience is 
that he prefers to pay the cent and 
ship through the branch, 


Besides receiving and testing cream | 


the creamery agent at a branch re- 
ceives and pays cash for eggs and 
dairy butter, and in some cases for 
poultry as well. This turns into ready 
cash at market prices two important 
products of the farm that without the 
central creamery and its facilities and 
business connections, would have to be 


traded out atthe store at anything but} 


remunerative figures. Not that the 
rural storekeeper would take advan- 
tage of the producer, but he has not 
the organization or connections that 
would enable him to realize profitaby 
on the article. 

Compctition Develops. 

The establishment of 
contralized creameries in 
has placed the dairy industry of Nor- 
thern Alberta on an entirely different 
footing from what it occupied even 
only five or six years ago. Cream is 
now cash at the world’s market price 
and the farmer can invest in land and 
live stock knowing what he may ex- 
pect in cash return just as he would 
get from wheat.

idea of the proper handiing of ma-

Before taking un the question of the 
actual operation of an incubator, let 
me say that in my personal experience 
there is very little choice in machines. 
There is, however, a great deal of dif- 
ference in the way the different in- 
cubators should be jhantied. Some 
machines require considerable more 
moisture and very little ventilation, 
while others require and can be suc-| 
cessfully managed with very little | 
moisture and ventilators wide open 
after the first week. One must nec- 
essarily study the Incubator in their 
possession and by carefully watcning 
the development of the egg ascertain 
just ho much or how little added 
moisture is required, 


Get Regulator O.K. | 
Probably the most {mportant thing 
to watch in starting the machine is 
to be absolutely sure that the regu- 
lator is working perfectly. I have 
taken as long as two weeks ts get) 
this part of the machine working to 
my satisfaction.

Moisture For Eggs. 


In supplying moisture to the ma- 
chine the easlest way is the best way. 
This I believe is as follows: Beginning 
the tenth day place water pans in the 
bottom of the incubator and see that 
these are kept full until the eighteenth 
day when they should be removed, 
In addition I etrongly advise that the 
eges should be sprinkled once per 
day from the twelfth to the eighteenth 
day. When I say sprinkle, I mean a 
thorough good soaking by splashing 
water on them until the eggs are 
dripping wet. The water for this pur- 
pose should of course be lukewarm. 

I would caution you against med- 
dling with the regulator after the eggs

8,600 EGG INCUBATOR. 


The work of incubation has com. 
menced on the Provincial Poultry 
Plant, where there is operated a 
mammoth incubator with a capa- 
city of 2,600 eggs At the present 
time there are about 1,500 eges in 
process of incubation, the first 
chicks being expected about the 
first of April. 

This incubator is heated by a ser- 
jes of hot water pipes, the source 
of heat being a coal burning wa- 
ter jacket heater; the machine is 
divided into twelve compartments. 
each with a capacity of 200 t 
These are held on trays holding 75 
eges each, and are turned by hand

twice a day. The temperature is 
regulated by a thermostat in each 
compartment, These thermostats 


can be set to run at any tempera- 
ture desired in any section. 

The results obtained from this 
incubator for the last flve years 
have been very satisfactory.
